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1 . It is initially noted that Applicant has presented the original claims and not the 
claims as amended in his amendment filed on August 24, 2004. That amendment 
added the word "separate" to the last line of claim 1 . The Examiner assumes that this 
was a typographical error, and will formulate his remarks on that basis. 

2. Linstromberg Patent No. 3,855,812 discloses a refrigerator/ice maker control 
system in which the number of defrost cycles for the refrigeration system is based on 
the number of ice making cycles. See, for example, column 2, lines 11-17, and column 

3. lines 5, lines 7-12. The dry cycle heater 49 allows the ice maker to cycle precisely so 
that the ice maker can have a predetermined number of cycles for a defrost cycle for the 
refrigeration system. Since the defrost cycle for the refrigeration system is directly 
based on the operation of the ice maker system, the ice maker control system is 
considered to provide a signal to a separate refrigerator control system, as claimed in 
claim 1.
